However, that may oe, it U tolerably 
certain that tbe people, not the com- 
pany, will lose, by tbe arrangement. .The 
company is authorized by law to charge 
passengers ten cents per mile over the 
road, and fifteen cents per ton per mile, 
for freight. While it is popular, partic- 
ularly on- the eve of'.election, to :d«- 
uoarjce the'railroad company for its ex- 
tortionate rates, we have yet to hear the 
first word from the politicians on papers 
in c.onciemnatiou of the Act of Congress 
creating the 
railroad company aud 


authorizing it to charge at least, one- 
third .more for fares aud freights, thau 
what it does. While it is true that the 
railroad company compels merchants to 
pay freight to Sacramento and back on 
goods imported from the East, and to 
pay freight on wool and other articles 
of export destined for tbe East, to Cali- 
fornia and back, it is also a fact that 
rates for local travel and freights urn 
one-third less thau the company is 
authorized by law to charge. 


We believe the proper way to regu- 


late taxation on railroads, which runs 
through more than one county, is by a 
State Board of Equalization, aud tbe 
Silver State has for years advocated the 
passage of a bill by tbe Legislature to 
create such a board. Though bills for 
that purpose have lieeii inu'uduued at 
every session, they have invariably 
been defeated, aud as a consequence, 
while tb" State is benefited by the in- 
creased valuation of railroad tuxes, the 
county which increases the rate has to 
bear all tbe expense of suits for its col- 
lection. At) the matter is of great im- 
portance to the county, we shall be 
pleased to give the view&of,those who 
sanction the action of "the Board aud 
those who oppose it, in our columns. 
If our Legislative nominees ut the en- 
suing election should, be pledged to 
favor the passage of a bill to"creace a 
State Board of Equalization next Win- 
ter, so that the rate of railroad taxation 
would be made uniform throughout the 
several counties,, there would be no 
necessity for increasing the fate this 
Fall, or going to law with a corporation 
which will resist the payment of (the 
increased tax to the lust day iu the 
evening.
